As t he prospects are now so favor­ 
able—we may almost say assured—that 
a firsl-elass well will be in operation 
in our immediate vicinity, it may not 
lie out of place to give our readers 
some idea of what they have in the 
Eust, and premising that there, great 
numbers of wells outside of the tested 
territory of Pennsylvania, which in 
.their search for oil, with far less indi­ 
cations of It than are present here, 
struck these immense reservoirs of gas, 
which have worked such a revolution 
in the 
manufacturing 
interests of 
Western Pennsylvania. 
We append a 
description ot the latest one struck, 
which accidentally took fire and is 
still burning: 
Tin* following interesting description 
of a burning well in Butler county has 
been forwarded to the Signal Office by 
Mr. J. Cummings, of Tarentum, one 
of the volunteer observers for the sig­ 
nal service: 
* 
On tlie night of the 2d of February, 
I, in company with several others, 
paid a visit to the great gas well, situ­ 
ated about nine miles from Tarentum 
and fifteen miles from Butler, at a 
place called Larden’s Hill, on the farm 
of Will. Hervey. The well was tapped 
about two weeks ago, as I learned from 
one of the proprietors, in their search 
after oil. 
They have gone down a dis­ 
tance of 1,145 feet, and have just struck 
the first sand-rock. 
The well is located in a hollow about 
300 feet wide between abrupt hills. 
Our party came in tiie vicinity of the 
well about 9 o’clock at night, having 
seen the vast fight floating in the sky 
on many a dark night on previous oc­ 
casions thirteen miles distant, hut 
when we came in its immediate influ­ 
ence and saw the trees on either hand 
lit up and their trunks anu branches 
silver to tiieir tops by the burning 
torch the scene was entirely beyond 
description. 
The first thing to strike the visitor 
on arriving is the great mass of fine 
white flame of intense heat and bright­ 
ness; the hollow,.rumbling noise heard 
as the outrushing gas plunges into the 
atmosphere and lights all around by 
its imposing brilliancy. The flume of 
this natural torch is about forty feet 
long and fifteen wide, and keeps at 
these dimensions night and day with 
striking regularity. 
Hence the light 
is both regular and constant. 
The 
heat emitted by so large a body of 
flame is very great. 
Tiie trees all 
around, at proportional distance, are 
budding, and tiie grass that lias not 
been trodden down by the visitors is 
growing finely, and considering that 
this is mid-winter, this circumstance 
will give you some idea of the great 
heat. 
I approached within sixty feet 
of the flame and at that distance sup­ 
posed it to lie about 140°. The fight is 
grand. 
You can see to read with easo 
a quarter of a mile from this enormous 
gas jet, and if not interrupted by trees 
and tiie wind of the road, reading 
could he done at a distance of a mile 
and a half. 
The noise, as the gas rushes out and 
is consumed, Is wonderful. 
It struck 
me as very much like the hollow 
sound of a river falling over a dam, 
uninterrupted and constant. 
This, 
together with tiie light and heat, fills 
the beholder with awe. The sound of 
its roaring can be heard a distance of 
four miles.
